K of C Award to Officer Marks 


In March, the Maryland State 
Council Knights of Columbus 
made its annual awards for out- 
standing contributions to the 
community in a number of cat- 
egories. One awardee, fittingly 
enough, was Greenbelt police of- 
ficer Randy Marks. Our police, 
proud of the recognition for one 
of their own, informed the News 
Review in a press release. 

Later we received a story of 
the event from Austin Conaty, 
who is an active member of the 
Knights of Columbus and fre- 
quent News Review volunteer, in- 
cluding a photo by Agnes Conaty 
of Officer Marks receiving the 
award, along with a brief explana- 
tion of why he was selected. The 
News Review thought all this was 
worth more than a brief an- 
nouncement, that a real story was 
needed and assigned it to a sea- 
soned reporter with experience 
writing about both the fire and 
police departments. That reporter 
has been pursuing Officer Marks 
for quite some time, though 
Marks has proved an elusive tar- 
get for an article of praise and 
commendation. 

From time to time you find 
people like that, who for whatever

reason, do not want to bask in 
any glory or limelight. Whether 
it is “aw, shucks” at work or “I’m 
part of a team and everybody did 
this job” or simple unwillingness 
to take a place in the public eye, 
there has been no getting Officer 
Marks to hold still and submit to 
a real interview. We have now 
given up the hope of providing 
our readers with more information 
about this outstanding officer. So 
without further delay, let the 
News Review share with the com- 
munity the award to Marks and 
the circumstances for which it was 
made. 

Greenbelt Police Officer Pri- 
vate First Class Marvin “Randy” 
Marks was chosen by the 
Knights of Columbus for their 
2004 Police Officer of the Year 
Award. The award is presented 
annually to a police officer who 
“has demonstrated an untiring 
commitment to preserve and en- 
hance the quality of life and 
property in the community.” 
This year the award was pre- 
sented during an awards banquet 
after the annual Founder’s Day 
Mass and Reception on Sunday, 
March 21, at the St. Edward the 
Confessor Church in Bowle. 


Founder’s Day celebrates the 
March 1882 founding of the 
Knights of Columbus by Fr. 
Michael J. McGivney 122 years 
ago. 

Winners were chosen from en- 
tries submitted by more than 100 
councils in Maryland. Richard 
Smith, Knights of Columbus pro- 
gram director, indicated there 
were many excellent nominees 
and that Marks was chosen be- 
cause of excellent police skills 
and dedication to the safety of 
the Greenbelt community he 
serves. Marks accumulated a list 
of accomplishments that in-

Council Reviews New Study 
Of Traffic Calming Designs

Celia Craze, director of the 
City’s Planning and Community 
Development Department, pre- 
sented a comprehensive plan for 
traffic calming improvements for 
Greenbelt East at the Greenbelt 
City Council worksession on 
Wednesday, August 18. Craze 
prefaced her presentation by ad- 
vising council that the plan “‘re- 
flects the comments of the 
Greenbelt East Homeowner Asso- 
ciations (HOAs) made during 
meetings with them over the past 
two years. There should be noth- 
ing in the plan that is not what 
the HOAs requested.” 

The planning work for traffic 
calming is part of the $3.5 mil- 


lion bond issue approved by 
Greenbelt voters in November 
2001, of which $500,000 is allo- 
cated for traffic calming and 
playground improvements serv- 
ing the Greenbelt East communi- 
ties. In a brief cover memo 
transmitting the study plan to 
council, City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin noted that the cost 
estimate for the work amounts 
to $263,485, including a larger 
than normal contingency of 
nearly $50,000. 

“Tf the proposed traffic calm- 
ing work comes in near the esti- 
mated cost, [that] and the almost

cluded the location and arrest of 
four murder suspects in two dif- 
ferent 2003 homicide cases. 

On January 29, 2003, a look- 
out was received from the D.C. 
Metropolitan Police Department 
for a suspect wanted for murder 
there. That person was known 
to regularly visit an address in 
Greenbelt. Marks obtained the 
subject’s name and photograph 
and made it his mission to find 
him. He located the wanted per- 
son the next day and the suspect 
was taken into custody without 
incident. 

The second case occurred on 
June 21, 2003, when the 
Greenbelt police were investigat- 
ing a robbery/shooting that re- 
sulted in the death of a 
Greenbelt resident. Marks, who 
was off duty at the time, re- 
sponded to a call to assist on- 
duty officers. Acting on informa- 
tion from witnesses, Marks lo- 
cated four people nearby who

City Still Opposes 
Road Relocation 


In responding to an opportu- 
nity given by the National Capi- 
tal Planning Commission to re- 
view and comment on the Pro- 
posed Federal Capital Improve- 
ments Program, Fiscal Years 
2005-2010, City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin remarked 
that the city is most interested in 
projects adjacent or close to 
Greenbelt. This includes the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center (BARC) of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the 
Goddard Space Flight Center of 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. 

“The city supports all of the 
projects proposed for BARC and 
Goddard with the exception of 
the Road Modification project 
for the Goddard Space Flight 
Center which relocates Soil Con- 
servation Road. The city 
strongly supports research facili- 
ties in their respective areas of 
expertise,” McLaughlin said. 

“However, the city continues 
to be opposed to the relocation 
of Soil Conservation Road as 
proposed as part of the Goddard 
Road Modification (Master Plan) 
project as it has indicated in past 
reviews, he reiterated.

Systematics Display 


The U.S. National Arboretum 
in Washington, D.C. has a new 
exhibit on the highly specialized 
science of systematics and its 
impact on society. 

Called “Systematics: The In- 
visible Safety Net for Food Secu- 
rity and the Environment,” the 
exhibit will be on display from 8 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m. daily in the 
main lobby of the arboretum’s 
administration building until the 
end of September. The arbore- 
tum is located at 3501 New York 
Avenue, N.E, in Washington 
D.C., and is operated by the Ag- 
ricultural Research Service (ARS). 

Systematics is the science of 
classifying and identifying spe- 
cies, which provides a formal no- 
menclature system — the task of 
assigning a name to a species — 
and allows systematists to iden- 
tify, describe and organize these 
myriad living things. It is cen- 
tral to the study of the diversity 
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at Arboretum 


of life on earth and of the rela- 
tionships among all of the 
planet’s organisms. 

The arboretum’s systematics 1s 
one of many in this metropolitan 
area that collectively contain 
millions of samples of plants, in- 
sects, nematodes, fungi, bacteria 
and other microorganisms. The 
various collections are used each 
day by scientists who work in 
the field of systematics, also 
known as taxonomy. 

Scientists at the ARS System- 
atics Research Laboratory in 
Beltsville serve as a link be- 
tween the biological collections 
and scientists, academics, gov- 
ernment agents, private citizens 
and other users. With its partner, 
the Smithsonian Institution’s Na- 
tional Museum of Natural His- 
tory, ARS helps maintain hun- 
dreds of collections of thousands 
of insect species from all corners 
of the world.

High School Student Goes 
High Tech for Summer

Stephanie

Tech, 1s spon- 
sored by the 
United Cerebral 
Palsy of Prince George’s and 
Montgomery Counties. The pro- 
gram provides students with dis- 
abilities exposure to professions 
in science, engineering and tech- 
nology-related fields. 

Ruiz, who is deaf, spent six 
weeks working at the Goddard 
Space Flight Center as a web de- 
veloper. The 17-year-old from 
College Park is a senior at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School. 

Ruiz learned about High 
School/High Tech from her 
teachers and applied for the pro- 
gram online. Using sign lan- 
guage through an interpreter, 
Ruiz said she worked up to five 
hours a day, five days a week 
helping to develop a simplified 
website for the NASA Visitor 
Center and using Dreamweaver 
software to design the student 
site for High School/High Tech. 

She said she got along quite 
well with her Goddard supervisors 
and co-workers who offered their 
help if she had any questions. 
Overall, she remarked that the 
program, which ended on August 
6 was a worthwhile opportunity. 
“T thought it would be fun and 
interesting and in the end it was 
a good experience,” said Ruiz. In 
an appreciation ceremony at the 
end of the program the students 
received certificates. Ruiz gave 
credit to her summer instructor 
Kelvin Hux and mentor Maurice 
Henderson, both of whom guided 
Ruiz through her work. 

Ruiz has always loved work- 
ing with computers. When she 
was a kid, she would have fun 
using computer tools like a 
paintbrush program. In addition 
to the computer design and key- 
boarding classes she has taken in 
school, she also enjoys art and 
geometry. Ruiz says that she 
would like to learn more about 
computer science and make it a 
profession. She plans to attend 
Galludet University in Washing- 
ton D.C. Her mother Carina 
says that she is very proud of 
her daughter and thankful that 


screen.

such programs are available to 
students. “I’m happy that these 
organizations are giving them a 
chance to work with an agency 
like NASA allowing them to feel 
special by having the experi- 
ence,” she said. 

High School/High Tech 
started in 1992 with help from 
Goddard, which offered $25,000 
to start a program. A proposal 
was submitted by United Cere- 
bral Palsy whereby students who 
are between their junior and se- 
nior years of high school could 
learn about technology through 
work opportunities. According 
to Dr. Charles McNelly, he and 
the other NASA officials saw it 
as a way of developing talent to 
work at Goddard. The Belstville 
Agricultural Research Center has 
also received the help of these 
students. 

Michael Hartman is a pro- 
gram manager at Goddard who 
works with people with disabili- 
ties and saw some of the work 
Ruiz and others have done. “We 
feel that people with disabilities 
are an untapped resource and 
there are many people who are 
qualified to work here. We’re 
making a strong effort to find 
these applicants and encourag- 
ing them that they can do this,” 
Hartman said. He added that 
traditionally people with a dis- 
ability wouldn’t take a job in 
the high tech field. Now they’re 
changing the attitudes of educa- 
tors, counselors and parents, 
showing they are very capable 
of this type of work. 

Hartman has been impressed 
with students like Ruiz not only 
because of their knowledge and 
enthusiasm but also their inde- 
pendence. For example, Ruiz 
didn’t always rely on an inter- 
preter and often communicated 
directly with her supervisors. 
Hartman believes that the work 
experience is very important for 
students to be able to add to re- 
sume, to prepare them for col- 
lege and life after graduation.

Blind NASA Employee 
Is New Patent Attorney 


A totally blind 
engineer, Kenneth 
Silberman of 
Southway, began 
work as a patent 
attorney at God- 
dard Space Flight 
Center on Mon- 
day, August 9. 
This groundbreak- 
ing event marks 
the first time that 
a blind person has 
begun to practice 
in this specialized 
area of law. “I'd 





Silberman man- 
aged the National 
Space Science 
Data Center’s pub- 
lications group. 
Before assuming 
this post in 1991, 
Silberman  pro- 
grammed comput- 
ers for NASA and 
the Navy from the 
beginning of his 
service to America 





in 1988. 
NASA’s confi- 
dence in 





like to thank the 

entire NASA family for this op- 
portunity and their belief in the 
human capital of blind Ameri- 
cans,” said Silberman. In addi- 
tion, Silberman was awarded the 
Kentucky Colonel’s commission, 
the highest honor bestowed by 
the state of Kentucky upon a 
private citizen. 

Selected to train as a patent 
lawyer in 1997, Silberman be- 
gan his studies at night while 
continuing his distinguished, 
fulltime NASA career. He pro- 
posed and is currently the prin- 
cipal investigator of the Science 
Information Testbed for the 
Blind, a project that is working 
to improve blind persons’ access 
to technical materials. In addi- 
tion, Silberman has worked with 
the high-speed networks of the 
Earth and Space Data Comput- 
ing Division, Goddard’s super- 
computing center, since 1995. 

Prior to this promotion, 


Silberman is re- 
flected in his academic and per- 
sonal accomplishments as well. 
Prior to being admitted to the 
Patent Bar in 2003 and the 
Maryland Bar in 2002, 
Silberman earned his Juris Doc- 
tor from Catholic University of 
America in 2001. He received a 
master of engineering degree in 
aerospace from Cornell Univer- 
sity in 1987 and a bachelor of 
arts degree in astronomy from 
the University of Pennsylvania 
in 1984. 

Silberman is active in the 
Greenbelt community and en- 
joys helping other blind persons, 
scuba diving, singing and ham 
radio. When asked how he does 
all these things, Silberman said, 
“When given proper training 
and opportunity, blind people 
can compete on terms of equal- 
ity in the workplace and can 
participate on terms of equality 
in the community.” 
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Always a Parade! 


My happy memories of Labor Day include many about 
people helping each other for the community’s benefit at 
festival planning meetings, in the pageant, in the art show, 
with communication throughout the annual four-day event, 
in the selection of the outstanding citizen, on the midway, 
at the festival stage and in the many other aspects of this 
great celebration. One of my most vivid and lasting memo- 
ries is that of the first time I chaired the parade. The year 
was 1975. 

Greenbelt always has a parade on Labor Day. Once it 
started late. That year I had a lot to learn about the pro- 
cess of presenting a parade. We prepared and mailed invi- 
tations to entertainment groups, to celebrities and to politi- 
cians. We recruited the volunteer groups that support the 
parade in communications, as parade marshals and as judges. 
We secured the necessary city permit and the promise of a 
reviewing stand from the National Park Service. We distrib- 
uted directions, instructions and information to all who 
agreed to participate. We thought we were ready for the pa- 
rade. 

We then prayed about the rain. This is a common Labor 
Day Festival duty. Perhaps our prayers were misunderstood 
that year. Perhaps the Supreme Being answered by telling 
us to work it out. The rain started during the festival and 
on Sunday night it rained hard enough during the night that 
it woke me several times. By an hour before the scheduled 
start of the parade the condition could have been described 
as being a bit less than a deluge. Fortunately the rain 
stopped before reaching that stage. 

A while before the parade normally would have started I 
met with several of the parade marshals. Would we have a 
parade? Greenbelt always has a parade on Labor Day. One 
of the marshals had a speaker and two of them attached it 
to a car and drove through the community announcing the 
parade would start an hour late, at 11 a.m. instead of 10 a.m. 
The rest of the marshals and communications personnel 
spread out to take care of activities in various areas of the 
parade. The marshals had to try to convince the entries to 
stay and wait for the parade to start. 

At the same time that all of the activity was going on 
throughout the parade area, the telephone at my home had 
been ringing continuously. I had received a few calls be- 
fore I left the house that day to meet with the other volun- 
teers, but my wife Ginny received continuous calls after I 
left. Only a few of us can imagine receiving dozens and 
dozens of calls over a period of an hour or so and trying to 
respond to all of them. She relayed our plans to the call- 
ers who wanted to come. She also received information 
from those who were calling to say they could not come. 

The National Park Service was ready to assume we would 
not have a parade. We had to convince them to come and 
bring the stage and try to get here to be set up by the time 
of the parade. We had been going to place the stage along 
Crescent, next to Southway but when the National Park Ser- 
vice driver got the truck and stage here and pulled the truck 
onto the ground at that point, it sunk and stayed there, un- 
able to move. Many people volunteered to help pull the 
stage from behind the truck to Southway and set it up. (The 
truck spent the parade and, I believe, several days afterward 
stuck in the ground.) 

With so many helping and doing so many different thing 
to assist, by 11 a.m. everything was as ready as we could 
make it considering the conditions. Because of those who 
roamed the community announcing the delay in the parade, 
many people did see a parade that day. Many of the groups, 
especially those concerned about possible rain damage to 
musical instruments or to their uniforms, did pull out of the 
parade or never came to it. Some probably had to go to 
other parades. But at 11 a.m., Greenbelt started its Labor 
Day Parade. It may have been the shortest parade on 
record. I believe the only music may have been the record- 
ing of “Candy Man” played by the Gino’s (fast-food restau- 
rant) float. Many who assisted with the preparation early in 
the day got very, very wet. The rut at the corner of 
Southway and Crescent remained for a long time. But still 
that parade stands out as a symbol to me of how great the 
people in Greenbelt are, how willing they are to support the 
community, how important Greenbelt’s traditions are and 
have always been to its citizens. And the parade is one of 
the greatest of these traditions. Greenbelt always has a pa- 
rade on Labor Day. Once it started late.

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Smoke Alarms 


Save Lives 

More than 4,000 Americans 
die each year in fires and more 
than 25,000 are injured. Many 
of them might be alive today if 
they had only had the informa- 
tion they needed to avoid disas- 
ter. 

The following life-saving tips 
could help save a life. 

Place a smoke alarm on each 
level of the home and outside all 
bedrooms. 

Check smoke alarms monthly 
by pushing the test button. If 
the button is hard to reach, use a 
broom handle. 

Change the batteries in smoke 
alarms twice a year — perhaps 
when changing clocks for day- 
light savings time. 

Teach children what the 
smoke alarm sounds like and 
what to do — leave the building 
immediately by crawling under 
the smoke — when it sounds. 

If smoke from cooking sets off 
the alarm, do not disable it. Turn 
on the range fan, open a window 
or wave a towel near the alarm. 

Smoke alarms will wear out, 
replace after 10 years. 

Consider buying a lithium bat- 
tery-powered smoke alarm which 
will operate for 10 years and is 
sealed so it cannot be tampered 
with or opened. 


Gas Co. Implements 


Rebate Program 

The Maryland Public Service 
Commission has granted Wash- 
ington Gas Light Company 
(Washington Gas) permission to 
implement a “Residential Essen- 
tial Services” (RES) pilot pro- 
gram. Under the RES program, 
customers approved for assis- 
tance through the Maryland En- 
ergy Assistance Program (MEAP) 
who are current on their gas util- 
ity payments, will receive a ret- 
roactive credit on their Washing- 
ton Gas bill for natural gas used 
between January and April 2004. 
Depending on the amount of 
natural gas used during this pe- 
riod, this credit could be as 
much as $98.74. 

MEAP assists eligible custom- 
ers in paying their winter heat- 
ing bills through grants based on 
family size and income. The 
Maryland RES pilot program will 
continue through the 2004-05 
heating season. This will allow 
eligible customers to benefit 
from the RES program next win- 
ter heating season. 

Washington Gas has notified 
customers of this program 
through monthly bill inserts. For

Fire Dept. Presents 
Grill Safety Tips 


In order to prevent the possibility of grill fires, the follow- 
ing safety tips have been offered by the Prince George’s 
County Fire Department: 


e Never use a grill indoors, including garages, overhangs and 
canopies. 

e Grills should be at least 30 feet away from any dwelling. 

e In Prince George’s County, it is illegal to use grills on bal- 
conies of apartments and condominium apartments. 

¢ Do not allow children and pets to play near a grill. 

e Only use approved ignition fluids and never use gasoline to 
ignite a grill. 

¢ Keep a fire extinguisher, garden hose or bucket of sand 
nearby to douse a grill fire. 

e Inspect the grill before igniting to ensure everything is in 
working order. 


Gas Grills 

Each year, about 600 fires/explosions nation- 
» ally occur with gas grills resulting in injuries 
=< to dozens of people. Propane gas is highly 
===> flammable. The new safety standard for pro- 
pane gas tanks requires that an “over-fill pre- 
vention device” be installed in new gas tanks. 
The new propane gas tanks have valve handles 
with three “lobes” (prongs) while older tanks 
have valve handles with five prongs. People 
with older propane gas tanks should trade them 
in for the new, safer tanks. 





e Check grill hoses for cracking, brittleness, holes and leaks. 
e Make sure there are no sharp bends in the hose or tubing. 
e Move gas hoses as far away as possible from hot surfaces 
and dripping hot grease. 

e Always keep propane gas containers upright. 

e Never store a spare gas container under or near the grill or 
indoors. 

e Never store or use flammable liquids, like gasoline, near the 
grill. 

e Never keep a filled container in a hot car or car trunk. 
Heat will cause the gas pressure to increase, which may open 
the relief valve and allow gas to escape. 


Charcoal Grills 

Each year 19 people die nation- 
ally as a result of fumes from char- 
coal being burned inside. Charcoal 
produces carbon monoxide (CO) 
when it is burned. CO is a colorless, 
odorless gas that can accumulate to 
toxic levels in closed environments. 





e Never burn charcoal inside of homes, vehicles, tents or 
campers. 

¢ Charcoal should never be used indoors, even if ventilation 
is provided. 

e Since charcoal produces CO fumes until the charcoal is 
completely extinguished, do not store the grill indoors with 
freshly used coals. 

e Use only charcoal lighter fluid to start charcoal grills. Once 
the coals have been lighted, never add more lighter fluid to 
the fire — flames may travel up the stream of lighter fluid re- 
sulting in serious burns. 

e After the barbecue, make sure that the hot coals from the 
charcoal grill are in a safe location and not allowed to come 
in contact with anything that will burn. Coals can continue 
to be hot enough to ignite a fire hours after the BBQ. 


Observe these guidelines every time you use a grill and 
then have a safe and delicious meal. 


Kindergartners Get High Technology 


Prince George’s County Pub- 
lic Schools (PGCPS) recently 
signed a $1 million contract 
with LeapFrog SchoolHouse to 
utilize its LeapTrack Assess- 
ment & Instruction System. 
PGCPS utilized the LeapTrack 
system in its new kindergarten 
summer school program and it 
will be expanded this fall to 
216 kindergarten classrooms in 
70 Title 1 schools. 

The LeapTrack system deliv- 
ers individualized assessment 
and instruction in reading, lan- 
guage arts, and math. Students 
receive a multi-sensory learning 
experience that also provides 
performance data to educators. 

PGCPS began implementa- 
tion of these tools in a new 
summer school program for 500 


kindergartners who were at risk 
of not being promoted to first 
grade. The classes utilized the 
LeapTrack system of need. 
These students are now pre- 
pared to enter first grade. 
“This is a very powerful in- 
structional tool and we are 
pleased to have these interac- 
tive instructional technology 
materials in our Title 1 kinder- 
garten classrooms this fall,” 
said Dr. Judith Finch, chief of 
the learning technology sup- 
port group for PGCPS.

It was one of those moments 
imprinted indelibly into my memory as idyllic and that I’d 
give up a lot to relive just for 10 minutes: a beautiful sum- 
mer day with all the promise of a wonderful day ahead, my 
closest friends around, my entire future ahead with the prom- 
ise of exciting times and being totally care-free. I can’t re- 
member much of the parade beyond being very hot and hav- 
ing sore feet, which didn’t stop me from dancing for hours 
that evening at the festival.

I know my 
place here is not diminished by others who came after me, 
just as mine was not lessened by the presence of those 
who’d been there before.

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ACE Member Wins 
McAuliffe Award

La Shelle Ferguson, vice chair 
of the Greenbelt Advisory Com- 
mittee on Education (ACE) is the 
winner of the Christa McAuliffe 
Outstanding Teacher Award. 
Ferguson, a Greenbriar resident, 
was honored in June at both the 
School Board Awards Night and 
the Employees Recognition 
Night. She was nominated for 
the award by a co-worker at 
Eisenhower Middle School in 
Bowie where she has taught for 
seven years. 

The school system initiated 
the award to honor the memory 
of Christa McAuliffe, a school- 
teacher who died in the Chal- 
lenger explosion in 1986. 
McAuliffe had been a teacher in 
the Prince George’s County 
schools during the 1970s. The 
criteria for the award are excel- 
lence in teaching, professional 
development, leadership ability 
and volunteer work. 

Ferguson grew up in Prince 
George’s County, graduated from 
Frederick Douglass High School 
in Upper Marlboro and then 
earned a bachelor’s degree from 
the University of Maryland Col- 
lege Park in government and 


politics. She also has two 
master’s degrees from Bowie 
State University, one in teaching 
and one in administrative man- 
agement with a concentration in 
public administration. Ferguson 
was also selected Bowie Teacher 
of the Year in 2000. At 
Eisenhower, she has been teach- 
ing language arts, but this fall 
she will be teaching 8th grade 
U.S. History. 

On ACE, Ferguson serves as 
vice-chair. When asked why she 
volunteered for ACE, Ferguson 
commented that she has “always 
been involved in the commu- 
nity” where she lived. She liked 
the idea that the committee was 
linked with her career and liked 
the mission of the committee. 
Each ACE member is a liaison 
with one Greenbelt school; 
Ferguson is the liaison from the 
committee to St. Hugh’s School. 
She also is responsible for keep- 
ing the committee informed of 
county education activities and 
news events that are related to 
the schools. Ferguson has en- 
joyed being a part of Greenbelt, 
calling it a caring and activist 
community.

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Owners’ Property Tax 


Credit Has Deadline 

The State of Maryland has 
developed a program which lim- 
its the amount of property taxes 
any homeowner must pay based 
upon his or her income. This 
plan has been in existence since 
1975 when it was known as the 
“circuit breaker” plan for elderly 
homeowners because it shut off 
the property tax bill at a certain 
point just like an electric circuit 
breaker shuts off current when 
the circuit becomes overloaded. 
The Maryland General Assembly 
has improved the plan through 
the years so that now this pro- 
gram is available to all 
homeowners regardless of their 
age and the credits are given 
where needed based upon a 
homeowner’s income. 

There are three basic require- 
ments for participation in the 
program. A person must own or 
have a legal interest in the prop- 
erty. The dwelling must have 
been the applicant’s principal 
residence for at least six months 
of the year, including July 1| un- 
less the home was recently pur- 
chased or the owner was unable 
to live there because of health or 
the need for special care. The 
owner’s net worth, not including 
the value of the property on 
which the credit is sought, must 
be less than $200,000. 

Homeowners who file and 
qualify by May 1 will receive 
the credit directly on their tax 
bill or as a credit certificate is- 
sued at the same time the prop- 
erty tax bill is mailed. Persons 
who file later, until the Septem- 
ber | deadline, will receive any 
credit due either in the form of a 
revised tax bill or a tax credit 
certificate to be used in payment 
of the bill. Applicants filing af- 
ter May | are advised not to de- 
lay payment of the property tax 
bill until receipt of the credit if 
they wish to receive the discount 
for early payment offered in 
some areas. A refund check will 
be issued by the local govern- 
ment if the tax bill was paid be- 
fore the tax credit was granted. 

The homeowners’ tax credit is 
not automatically granted and 
each person must apply and make 
an income disclosure. People 
must reapply every year by Sep-

After many requests over the past decade for a safer loca- 
tion and crosswalk to serve Metro bus users of the westbound 
stop across Greenbelt Road (Md. Route 193) from the 
Greenway Center, the Greenbelt City Council dedicated a new 
bus shelter and relocated bus stop on Wednesday evening, 
August 18, just prior to their scheduled worksession on 
Greenbelt East Traffic Calming projects. 

At the city’s request the Maryland Highway Administration 
re-engineered the roadway to accommodate a new bus bay for 
westbound buses to use to pick up passengers and created a 
new pedestrian crosswalk equipped with a “Demand” crossing 
light for Greenway Center patrons to make their way safely 
across busy Route 193. The new crosswalk is at the western 
edge of the Baltimore-Washington Parkway off-ramp as it in- 
tersects with Greenbelt Road. For its part, the city constructed 
one of its trademark bus shelters at the new location to give 
prominence to the new facility and to protect bus patrons from 
the elements.

Parking Enforcement 
Results for FY 2004 


“Parking Enforcement con- 
tinually strived to put forth a 
positive public image,” said 
Parking Enforcement Officer John 
P. Wojcik in the FY 2004 Park- 
ing Enforcement Report. “We 
continued to emphasize compli- 
ance rather than punishment,” 
the report said. 

In FY 2004, 4,282 parking 
tickets were written, down from 
4,793 in FY 2003. While there 
were 511 fewer tickets written 
this past year, $256,385 was real- 
ized in revenue, an increase of 
$27,196 from last year. Unli- 
censed/unregistered vehicles con- 
tinued to be a common viola- 
tion. This year 80 vehicles were 
tagged for towing, of which 34 
were impounded. 

Handicap violations amounted 
to 484. Fire lane violations 
came to 845 and “Not a Desig- 
nated Space” violations totaled 
567. Expired tags accounted for 
232 violations and Prohibited 
Hours/Time violations added up 
to 234.

$240,000 for the recently com- 
pleted roundabout at the entrance 
to Hunting Ridge on Hanover 
Parkway will have spent nearly 
the full $500,000 of the 2001 
Bond Fund allocated, leaving 
little or no funds for any play- 
ground work.” In that case, 
McLaughlin said, “funding for 
playground upgrades in 
Greenbelt East will have to come 
from the city’s Capital Projects 
Fund.” 

Craze suggested that council 
review the plan and refer it again 
to the HOAs for final comments. 
If the plan is approved this fall, 
staff could prepare the bids for 
contracting the work, which 
could begin in the spring of 
2005 with project completion in 
about eight to 12 weeks. 

Plan Reviewed 

Council then reviewed the 
proposed plan street by street. 
The overall plan would affect 
nearly every residential street in 
Greenbelt East with a variety of 
traffic calming measures recom- 
mended. Such features include 
Striping for one travel lane in 
each direction (Hanover Parkway 
and Mandan Road in Greenbriar 
and Mandan Road and Ora Glen 
Drive in Windsor Green), 1m- 
provements to or additions to 
medians (Hanover Parkway, 
Mandan Road and Ora Glen 
Drive) and speed humps on 
Hanover Parkway, Greenbrook 
Drive, Mathew Street and Megan 
Drive. 

Designated crosswalks were 
also recommended at various in- 
tersections or areas with pedes- 
trian traffic, an additional stop 
sign was shown at the Canning 








Terrace intersection with Mandan 
and full intersection treatments 
(south entrance to Greenspring 
off Hanover and the Ora Glen 
Drive intersection with Mandan) 
were suggested. In addition, 
proposed new traffic circles 
could be added at Frankfort and 
Ora Glen and in the vicinity of 
Morrison Drive and Ora Glen, 
also at Mathew and Megan and 
at Craddock and Megan. 

The report also recommends 
the addition of new sidewalks 
on Ora Glen near the proposed 
new post office site and on 
Hanover Parkway near the new 
Hunting Ridge roundabout. One 
new bus shelter would be con- 
structed just south of the Schrom 
Hills roundabout if council 
agrees. 

Council members appreciated 
the obvious hard work that staff 
had put into the very compre- 
hensive plan and the effort to as- 
sure that the plan reflected con- 
cerns, problems and issues iden- 
tified by the affected communi- 
ties. Elements of the plan re- 
ceiving most council attention 
were the proposed one-travel lane 
demarcations on Hanover Park- 
way in the vicinity of the back 
entrance to Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School, the type of “speed 
humps” to be installed, the dif- 
ference between “traffic circles” 
and “roundabouts” and the need 
to look at the optimum pedes- 
trian crossings for the proposed 
crosswalks. 


Council Responses 
Mayor Judith Davis and 
Councilmember Leta Mach 


wanted to make sure that there 
were adequate merge and turn 
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lanes on Hanover Parkway for 
safe ingress and egress in and 
out of Greenbriar and that there 
was safe and adequate space for 
ERHS student drop-off near the 
rear entrance to the school. 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
argued for additional speed 
humps and pedestrian crosswalks 
for Hanover Parkway in the 
Greenspring and Megan Drive ar- 
eas. 

Craze alerted council that one 
possible area of controversy 
could be the replacement of ex- 
isting four-way stop signs at the 
intersection of Craddock and 
Megan Drive. Although Craze 
believed that the majority of resi- 
dents in that area supported the 
change to a traffic circle, she felt 
that others may be concerned 
about losing the four-way stop. 
The staff perspective was that a 
high level of noncompliance ex- 
isted at that stop because of the 
small amount of Craddock Road 
travel through the intersection. 

The worksession closed with 
Craze indicating she will have 
the plan revised to address the 
merge lane issues concerning 
Hanover Parkway. She will also 
look at placements of the pro- 
posed crosswalks on Ora Glen, 
and she said, within the next few 
weeks a post-roundabout study 
of speeds and behavior on 
Hanover Parkway will be con- 
ducted. 

The revised plan will be re- 
ferred again to the HOAs and to 
the Advisory Planning Board. 
Council will be able to conduct 
a public hearing on the traffic 
calming study at its second 
meeting on September 27. 
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Truly Memorable 

Greenbelt’s Labor Day Festival has always been a spe- 
cial time for me, especially while its Carnival Chair, but 
the Festival of 1995 was truly a memorable one. That 
weekend my parents, Dorothy and Gerald Fintak, flew in 
from Sun City, Ariz., and experienced the festival for the 
first and, unfortunately, only time. 

I had spoken so highly of all the fun and small-town 
feel of the festival that they were convinced to make the 
trek, which was particularly difficult for my mother. My 
sister and her family also joined us. We had a great time 
eating our way through the Carnival and Luncheon-on-the- 
Lawn, listening to all the music and playing countless 
games. My mother spent hours at the bingo table and my 
dad enjoyed learning about Greenbelt’s history. The high- 
light was having my parents and my niece ride with me 
in the parade in a big convertible and joining me on the 
reviewing stand.

GREENBELT NEWS REVIEW 


Part 2— 1964: the 10th Year 


History of the Greenbelt Labor 
Day Festival Art Shows 


1964 was a crucial year for 
the Greenbelt Labor Day Fes- 
tival. The festival was 10 
years old but its future still 
uncertain. Even its name was 
not fixed; the August 29 issue 
of the News Review of the 
previous year printed the pro- 
gram for the festival but re- 
ferred to it as the ninth an- 
nual Greenbelt Festival. 

However, by July 1964 
things were looking better. In 
the July 2 issue of the News 
Review an article stated that a 
“City Fair’ was being planned 
for the Labor Day weekend. 
An article the following week 
mentioned that the festival 
might have been allowed to 
lapse but that the idea was 
“resuscitated by the Greenbelt 
Shopping Center Association.” 
Representatives from local or- 
ganizations had met and 
voted to set up a permanent 
steering committee (apparently 
for the first time) for the festi- 
val. Leo Gerton was the chair. 

One of the first things the 
new steering committee 
needed to decide was the 
name. By the next issue (July 
16), the editors could state 
that plans were being made for 
“the 10th Annual Labor Day 
Festival.” In the same article, 
Frank Lewis is listed as chair 
of the committee planning a 
competitive arts and crafts ex- 
hibition at the new municipal 
building, which was to be 
dedicated that weekend. The 
10th Labor Day Festival and 
its 10th art show were off to a 
good start! 

Two weeks later, in the 
July 30 issue of the News Re- 
view an article headed “Labor 
Day Art Show” said that cash 
prizes were being planned. 
There would be two divisions, 
professional and amateur and

two categories in each division — 
paintings (including collage) and 
“mixed media, water color, pas- 
tels, graphics and drawings.” 
Plans for a “most popular entry” 
would be based on balloting by 
visitors to the show. 

Professor George O’Connell 
from the University of Maryland 
Art Department had agreed to be 
the chief judge. Invitations to 
enter the show were being sent 
to all Washington area art clubs. 
The Greenbelt Arts and Crafts 
Guild was listed as sponsor for 
the show. 

Back in the fall of 1959, Ben 
Abramowitz, who had headed the 
effort to have an art show in the 
Labor Day Festival, expressed 
hope that the excitement the art 
show generated in the city would 
encourage other arts activities, 
such as an art club, in Greenbelt. 
In the intervening years the 
Greenbelt Arts and Crafts Guild 
was formed and during the sum- 
mer of 1964 it sponsored an ex- 
hibit of work by local artists at 
the Twin Pines and Savings 
Loan office in the Center. 

That year in August in his 
‘Arty Facts” column in the News 
Review, Lewis noted that cri- 
tiques by James Forbes and Peter 
Birmingham were included in 
weekly Wednesday night paint- 
ing workshops the guild was 
holding at the Youth Center. 
That month the show at Twin 
Pines was work by the Thursday 
Night Art Club, a small group of 
“housewives,” according to an 
article in the News Review. 

Given all this activity, it’s not 
Surprising that the guild was 
soon making plans for two other 
projects besides the show for the 
Labor Day Festival — a showing 
of a color film on the life and 
works of Van Gogh and a booth 
featuring “on-the-spot portrait 
sketches” by an area artist as 
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well as “smaller paintings, wa- 
ter colors, drawings and the 
like” for sale. One major and 
much more valuable painting 
was to be raffled off. 

A week later Lewis re- 
vealed that Keith Pendleton 
would be the sketch artist at 
the guild booth and a land- 
scape by Marie Picard for the 
raffle was on display at Twin 
Pines, a very life-like New 
Hampshire winter scene. 
Lewis described one phone 
call from a prospective ex- 
hibitor, a professional of rec- 
ognized standing, who wanted 
to enter 20 paintings. 

In the September 3 special 
festival issue of the News Re- 
view it was noted that another 
artist had been added to the 
guild booth: “Harry Hetzler 
will specialize in quick, infor- 
mal sketches, while Keith 
Pendleton will offer more fin- 
ished posed studies.” The 
winners of the Art Festival, in- 
cluding the winners of the 
“most popular” awards, would 
be presented with their checks 
on Monday at 7 p.m. with 
Mayor Edgar Smith doing the 
presentations, after which the 
drawing for the landscape 
painting would be held. 

All of these plans resulted 
in an art show that “contained 
nearly 200 entries,” while 
“more than $200 in cash 
prizes and merchandise certifi- 
cates” were given out, accord- 
ing to the article in the Sep- 
tember 17 News Review 
headed “Art Festival Attracts 
High Quality Exhibits.” Ac- 
cording to that article, the 
chief judge, Professor George 
O’Connell, stated that it was 
unusual to find such a high 
quality of work in the amateur 
division, particularly in the 
category of oils. 


Good Old-fashioned Fun 


What I remember most about the Greenbelt Labor Day Fes- 
tival is the good old-fashioned fun and the great diversity 
among the friendly Greenbelt community we live in. Since at- 
tending the festival in 1988, I can recall families and friends, 
young and old, strolling around the festival grounds smiling, 
laughing and playing while having a busy good time. 

I fondly remember the Labor Day parade floats, marching 
bands and live stage entertainment that proudly display 
Greenbelt pride. The festival carnival rides like the Ferris wheel 


and spinning buckets are fun. 


The water toss and basketball 


games where my sons won their first live goldfish and stuffed 


animals are fond memories.

EQUAL HOUSING 
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Results from Last Election 
survey Are Made Available

For a number 
of years voters ex- 
iting polling 
places during 
Greenbelt city 
elections, have 
been invited to 
provide city staff 
and officials with feedback on 
how well the city serves its 
residents. This feedback is re- 
ceived in the form of a ques- 
tionnaire developed and peri- 
odically revised by city staff 
and approved by the city 
council. Results of the 2003 
survey, tabulated by Sukol 
Communications, presented 
here. 

Voter Characteristics 

The questionnaire was 
completed by 1,149 people or 
55.4 percent of voters in the 
2003 city election. Just under 
30 percent of respondents 
lived in single family homes 
and 34.5 percent lived in 
GHI. Apartments (12.7 per- 
cent), townhouses (13.5 per- 
cent) and condominiums (9.4 
percent) made up the rest of 
the housing types of those re- 
sponding. 

Forty percent of responders 
were between 45 and 60 years 
of age and 31.5 percent were 
over 60. Thirty-nine percent 
had lived in Greenbelt for 
more than 20 years (compared 
to 36 percent in 2001 and 42 
percent in 1999) and another 
23 percent had lived here from 
11 to 20 years. 

About one-fifth (20 per- 
cent) of working participants 
worked in the city, 32 percent 
worked in the county and 22 
percent worked in the District. 
Twenty-nine percent of re- 
spondents were retired. The 
majority of working people 
(66 percent) drove to work 
with less than 10 percent us- 
ing either the bus, a carpool 
or vanpool, walking or cy- 
cling to work or 
telecommuting. Fourteen per- 
cent used Metrorail. 

Services Rated 

Respondents were asked to 
rate city services with a score 
of four for “excellent,” three 
for “good,” two for “fair” and 
one for “poor.” 

The highest rated services 
were horticulture/planting 
(3.6), special events (3.58), 
Aquatic & Fitness Center 
(3.53) and Community Center 
(3.51). Trash collection and 
recycling pick-up tied for fifth 
with scores of 3.5 each. 
Greenbelt citizens seem well 
educated on their recycling 
program with 90 percent indi- 
cating they knew what items 
to recycle. 

Traffic control (2.84), park- 
ing enforcement (2.88), animal 
control (2.99), police presence 
(3.09) and street lighting 
(3.12) were the service catego- 
ries with the lowest ratings. 
Animal control had an in- 
crease of 16 percent from 
2001 and parking enforcement 
also improved from that year. 

There was also a consider- 
able improvement in the 
scores for Greenbelt CARES, 
although the number of 
people who responded to the 
CARES questions was rela- 
tively low (less than 15 per- 
cent of respondents). 


Those who had 
contact with either 
the police depart- 
ment or the com- 
munity develop- 
ment staff indicated 
most of the time 
that the contact 

was Satisfactory and that em- 
ployees were polite and cour- 
teous. 

The Assistance in Living 
Program was new at the time, 
but 63 percent of responding 
voters indicated they were 
aware of it and over half re- 
ported an interest in senior 
counseling programs. 

Schools Evaluated 

Only 219 respondents indi- 
cated they had school age 
children, but most schools 
showed improvement in their 
ratings. Springhill Lake El- 
ementary improved by 32 
percent, Greenbelt Middle 
School by 24 _ percent, 
Greenbelt Elementary by 19 
percent, St. Hugh’s by 11 per- 
cent, Eleanor Roosevelt by 
seven percent and Magnolia 
Elementary by less than one 
percent. 

The “most critical needs” 
reported for schools were the 
same as in 2001: smaller 
classes (nearly 79 percent of 
the 219 people with school 
age children) and more teach- 
ers (67.5 percent). Books 
had the next highest response 
(nearly 40 percent). 

Arts Categories 

The questionnaire asked 
what three arts activities most 
interested the responder. The 
highest categories were music, 
crafts, photography, painting/ 
drawing, drama, dance, film/ 
TV, sculpture/ceramics and 
creative writing. 

Viewers of the city’s cable 
channel decreased in 2003 
compared to 2001. Only 35 
percent of respondents said 
they had watched a city 
council meeting on the cable 
channel, down from 50 per- 
cent in 2001. City staff 
speculate that it may have 
something to do with the 
change in location of the 
channel between those years. 

In 2001, 34 percent of re- 
sponders indicated they had 
watched other programming 
on the city’s cable TV chan- 
nel, but in 2003 this percent- 
age went down to 18. 

The number of people vis- 
iting Greenbelt’s website since 
2001 went up six percent to 
47 percent. Eighty-two per- 
cent of responders indicated 
they have Internet access. 

General Comments 

The responses to the “Gen- 
eral Comments” question at 
the end of the survey were 
too varied and numerous to 
categorize effectively. 

New Survey 

Assistant City Manager 
David Moran says informa- 
tion gleaned from the survey 
is distributed to appropriate 
personnel for consideration in 
budgeting and programming 
decisions. He said a decision 
to continue the survey will be 
made as the 2005 city elec- 
tion draws closer. The survey 
is not conducted during the 
years of a general election.

Another noteworthy feature of this place: While not particularly 
rational, the inhabitants, who are just about our size, are quite 
friendly, and are of surpassing generosity. At all times, they accom- 
pany themselves with surly creatures nearly twice their size who they 
apparently keep as pets, despite their penchant for ill-tempered bark- 
ing. Their pets have some surface similarities in appearance, so they 
may be a related species further down the evolutionary scale. 

I never did locate a competent mechanic, but — since I obviously 
managed to return — you might want to know how I did it. A local 
gave me a device that I was able to use to bypass the entire control 
board. It’s got some features that we haven’t developed yet, so ’m 
sure you'll want to study it carefully. The inhabitants call it a “Su- 
per Nintendo.”
